The modern ''built up" cannon consists 


if a sttel core surrounded by several hoops, 
iach hoop when cool is slightly smaller 
11 its inside diameter than is the one over 
which it fit*. It. is to these hoops that the 
term "building up a cannon" is dua. The 
hoop which fits next to tho core of the gun 
s ht-jiu-d uutil it is largo enough to slip 
over the '»re, then put in place, and as it 
cools it shrinks in size and thus affixes it- 
self inseparably to the core. The next 
argest hoop, the next and all the others 
are heated in the same way. In such fash- 
ion the guii is "built up" layer by layer. 


Any one can see at once that the size of 


these hoops is a matter for nice calcula- 
tion. 
The shrinking iron cannot, of 


course, return to its original size because 
of the other iron which it now surround*, 
but it does its best to do BO and exerts » 
powerful compression upon that iron. 


The parts of the gun, beginning with 


the tube, are in a state of compression, 
which decreases gradually outward until 
the outer layers are under tension. The 
shrinkage, or original difference in diame- 
ter between a hoop and the part on which 
it fits, is so calculated that the tube is not 
compressed beyond its elastic limit, nor is 
the outer hoop under such tension that it 
will pass tho limit of its elasticity. 


The foundation of the gun is a tube of 


uniform exterior diameter, which con- 
tains the powder chamber and the entire 
bore. A large sleeve, Killed the '•jacket," 
of about three-fifths the length of the tube, 
is shrunk on the rear portion of the tube 
and extends enough farther to the rear to 
contain the breech mechanism. 
Three 


layers of "chaseloops" are shrunk on the 
'•chase," or portion of the tube extending 
from the jacket forward, and a locking 
band is screwed on the tube to hold the 
foremost cbasehoop in place. The jacket 
is embraced by a layer of ''jacket hoops." 
The chasehoops interlock with the, tube 
and with each other to prevent, the for- 
ward portion of the tube from being blown 
apart Irom the rear portion. 
The jacket 


and forward jacket hoop are similarly in- 
terlocked, and a locking band is screwed 
over the joint between the series of chase- 
hoops and the forward jacket hoop to lock 
them together, thus effectively preventing 
the gun from breaking through trans- 
versely. 


The breech of the gun 'is naturally ono 


of the most important parts of It. 
Tho 


•'breech plug" must resist an enormous 
pressure and must also close tho bore so 
completely that none of the gases generat- 
ed by the powder will escape. The part oi 
the jacket which overhangs the tube of tho 
gun is called the screw box and is shaped 
to receive- the breech plug. Both the screw 
box and the breech plug have six project- 
ing strips o£ screw threading. The breech 
plug is set in place with the screws oppo- 
site the free spaces of the screw box. It is 
shoved home, and by revolving it one-fifth 
of u, circumference the threaded portions 
of the plug engage those of tho box, and 
the massive steel plug is securely locked 
into the breech of the cannon. 


But the breech plug alone is not suffi 


cient to retain all the gases in the barre' 
of the gun and thus compel them to assist 
in propelling the shell. Therefore the gun 
is fitted with a gas check, consisting chief- 
ly of what is known as the "mushroom" 
of the gun. 
Tho "mushroom" (a piece of 


=tcel having the shape of the plant from 
which it is named) has its stalk secured 
in a central hole in the breech plug. 
Its 


head nearly fills the slightly flaring rear 
end of the powder chamber, and between 
cho head aud the end of the breech plug is 
a canvas ring filled with greasy asbestus. 
The explosion forces back the mushroom 
head and squeezes tho ring soths* the pa',- 
sage is securely closed. 


In t be rear end of the mushroom stalk 


is secured either the spring lock or tho 
eleotriu firing mechanism. Tho spring 
lock in principle is like the lock of a shot- 
gnu, having a firing pin, corresponding to 
the hammer of the gun, that is dri\en 
against a percussion cap in the primer by 
a spring when released by a pull of the 
lanyard on the trigger. Tho explosion of 
the percussion cap s,ets off n small charge 
of quick burniug powder in the primer, 
and tho flame from the powder, escaping 
through a passage in the mushroom, 
reaches the large charge of ponder in tho 
powder chamber, causing it to explode. 


The hoops and jackets of these naval 


guns are solid cast steel, which is bored to 
receive a mandrel and then forged to elon- 
gate and enlarge them. 
After-each layer 


of hoops is ''shrunk on" the guu must bo 
turned so as to prepare it for tho next lay- 
er, but the inner surfaces of tube, jacket 
and hoops must also bo turned, and for 
that purpose a "boring head" is used. 
This instrument is fitted with four cutters 
and is held in place so rigidly that it devi- 
ates hardly at all from a perfectly straight 
line. It is practically a huge drill. So ac- 
curate is its work that a bore 33 feet « 
inches long is usually not more than two- 
one-thousandths of an inch out of a 
straight line.

LOUISIANA UNDER SPAIN. 


How the Office of Hangman In the Colony 


Went Begging. 


When the court martial that Don Ales- 


saudro O'Reilly, the second Spanish gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, in 1709, had organized 
to convict brought in a verdict of death 
against Lalreniere and six of his compan- 
ions as the leaders of the Louisiana revo- 
lutionists against the authority of Spain, 
to which country Louis XV of France had 
ceded the colony, O'Reilly sought in vain 
among whites and blacks in Louisiana for 
a man who would perform the abhorrent 
work of serving as hangman at the execu- 
tion of the patriots. Xot a man of the col- 
ony would answer the call. In this emer- 
gency O'Reilly was compelled to r.ssign thi> 
congenial task of slaughtering the help- 
less Creoles aud Frenchmen to regular 
Spanish soldiers whom he had brought 
with him from Sp<uu, and, instead of bo- 
ing hanged, Lafreniore and the others 
were shot to death by n platoon of grena- 
diers in a. space of ground near the site of 
the present United States mint in Kew 
Orleans, which at that time was in the 
rear of the military garrison of tho post.

SUSPICIOUS IMMIGRATION. 


Within the last three months the im- 


migration of Japanese coolies into the 
Pacific COM! state* has increased aoj 
enormously that it has at U«t attracted j 
the serious attention of the treasury | 
authorities. Until ninety days ago tbo j 
arrivals were few in cumber and no j 
notice was taken of them, but since j 
then hundreds have been coming by 
every steamer from the Orient, and it is 
estimated that there are now at least 
lp, 000 laborers of this class in the United J 
States. On representations from employ- j 
ers and labor leaders, therefore, the 
treasury department has sent a special! 
agent to the Pacific coast to mike uu < 
investigation of the whole matter.

Two theories are offered in explaiia- j 


tioo, of,this mysterious inllux of Japan- { 
e*e coolies. One is that it is due to the 
greedy competition of two powerful etui 
g ration companies in Japan who des- 
cribe America to the ignorant labDrers 
as a country where light employment at 
fabulous wages awaits all wbo seek it 
The other is that the coolies are coming 
in a& contract laborers under secret 
agreement with certain railway builders 
in the northwest. This view is held by 
Representative Cnsbman, of the state of 
Washington, who contends that the sit- 
uation is serious enough to require im- 
mediate attention. In support of his 
belief he cites the suggestive fact that, 
when the newcomers are asiied as to 
their ability to comply with the law re- 
quiring each immigrant to have at least 
§30 in money, everyone of tnsm pro- 
duces that sum, but never with more 
than a few cents in excess of it, the in 
ference being that the entrance money 
is supplied by the contractors, who 
either get it back or charge it against 
the future wages of the person so using 
it. 


The situation is certainly suspicious 


and fully justifies the investigation 
which has been ordered. 
The supply 


of unskilled labor on the Pacific coast 
is fully equal to tbo demand, and the 
influx 
of Japanese, uuless speedily 


checked may lead to distressing condi 
tioos. It is unoflioially stated that the 
Japanese government, rather than have 
He subjects brought to this county un- 
der misrepresentation only to suffer dis- 
appointment and hardship, will put a 
stop to the farther emigration of coolie 
laborers, and it is earnestly to bo hoped 
that this course may bo adopted. Other- 
wise tbo authorities at Washington may 
be obliged, as a mutter of industrial 
Holf-defense, to insist upuu a more rig- 
orous policy of exclusion than prevails 
at present.

Prepnriujj Gold Powder. 


Finely powdered gold may bo prepared 


by a most simple process, Fill a small, 
unglazed, earthenware bowl with common 
kitchen salt, cover it and cxposo it for 
some hours to huat.

When tho water has all 
been driod out, put equal quantities of 
this salt powder and honey on a glass 
grinding plate and mix in with it thc nec- 
essary quantity of gold loaf. Grind this 
up very gently, being careful not to press 
hard on the mass. 
The salt zicts as a dis- 


integrator, and the honey is used because 
it will not dissolve thc salt. When thc
